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ORDER

On October 1, 2012, BeliSouth Telecommunications, Inc. d/b/a AT&T Southeast

d/b/a AT&T Kentucky (“AT&T Kentucky”), filed with the Commission a document titled

‘AT&T Kentucky's Motion for Order Finding Angles Liable for Unpaid Charges,

Dismissing Counterclaims and Closing Docket.” In its Motion, AT&T Kentucky asserts

that BLC Management LLC d/b/a Angles Communications Solutions (“Angles”) has

ceased operations in Kentucky and has abandoned prosecution of its counterclaims

against AT&T Kentucky. AT&T Kentucky, therefore, moves the Commission to enter an

Order finding that Angles owes AT&T Kentucky several millions of dollars under the

parties’ interconnection agreement, as well as dismiss Angles’ counterclaim with
prejudice and close this docket.

The Commission finds that Angles should be given the opportunity to respond to

AT&T Kentucky’'s Motion. IT IS THERFORE ORDERED that:
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1. Within 14 days of the date of this Order, Angles shall file with the
Commission a response to AT&T Kentucky’s Motion for Order Finding Angles Liable for
Unpaid Charges, Dismissing Counterclaims and Closing Docket.

2. If no response is received within 14 days of the date of this Order, or if no
timely motion for an extension of time in which to file a response is filed, the case shall
be submitted to the Commission for a decision on the record.
